PAST 

The  year  1951  turned  out  to  be,  financially,  a  good  year.  Con- 
siderable credit  is  due  all  departments  for  the  effort  they  used  in 
doing  all  the  work  that  was  given  them  and  still  stay  within  their 
budgets.  A  few  items  ran  over,  the  main  ones  being  hydrant  rental 
increase  as  of  July  1,  interest  on  loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  elec- 
tion and  registration,  due  to  the  transfer  of  checklist  inspectors 
salaries  from  town  officers  salaries  as  per  request  of  the  Auditors,  this 
was  offset  by  an  unexpended  balance  in  Town  Officers  Salary 
account.  And  the  dog  damage  account  was  over  due  to  no  appro- 
priation being  made.  The  Highway  accounts  were  over  but  that 
was  due  to  the  lack  of  additional  labor  from  the  Unemployment 
Assistance  account,  which  was  anticipated  when  the  budget  was 
made  out. 

The  relief  costs  were  so  far  below  normal  that  the  savings 
there  with  a  few  others  we  remained  well  below  the  budget  figure. 

Most  of  the  1951  plans,  both  ours  and  the  Town  Meetings 
were  carried  out. 

Our  Representatives,  Road  Agent,  Police  Chief  and  some  local 
citizens  cooperated  with  us  in  attending  hearings  at  Concord  about 
the  Old  Derry  Road.  The  result  being  that  they  scraped  and  cut 
the  gutters  then  tared  it  so  the  road  is  now  in  fair  shape  which  saved 
us  about  $3,000,000,  but  we  must  now  maintain  it. 

Considerable  time  was  spent,  here  and  in  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  in  Concord,  with  representatives  of  the  Hudson  Water 
Co.  about  rates  and  conditions  of  the  Company.  These  meetings 
and  by  request  of  several  people  decided  us  on  calling  a  special 
meeting  at  which  time  $1,200.00  was  voted  to  secure  financial,  en- 
gineering and  legal  advice  which  we  hope  will  benefit  the  town  as 
a  whole. 

The  Recreation  Committee  reports  that  their  year  was  a  success 
with  new  swings,  slide,  merry-go-round  as  well  as  playground  equip- 
ment added. 

Supervision  and  craft  instruction  given  this  summer  kept  many 
children  peacefully  occupied  and  contented. 

Our  building  inspector  reported  that  permits  were  issued  for  28 
new  homes,  14  garages  and  breezeways,  5  additions,  20  alterations 
and  13  miscellaneous  permits. 

We  thank  all  the  citizens,  town  officers  and  employees  for  their 
help  and  cooperation  during  the  year.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


A  busy  year  was  closed  by  Chief  Polak  and  Officer  Reynolds. 
They  answered  1,802  calls,  traveled  39,888  miles  in  road  patrol,  in- 
vestigations, checking  business  and  private  property.  $5,023.95  worth 
of  property  was  recovered,  $1,000.00  more  than  1950.  Motor  ve- 
hicle violators  are  being  apprehended  much  more  than  before,  prop- 
erty being  checked  more  often  as  our  cruiser  is  in  service  about  18 
to  20  hours  a  day  which,  until  this  year  was  impossible  with  only 
our  chief. 

246  arrests  and  convictions  were  made,  90  speeding,  12  operat- 
ing under  influence,  10  reckless  operation,  3  passing  school  bus  with 
red  lights  in  operation,  2 1  juveniles  and  2  adults  breaking  and  enter- 
ing, 7  petty  larceny,  16  juveniles  for  larceny,  14  for  property  dam- 
age, 1  attempted  rape,  1  rape,  5  hit  and  run,  2  resisting  arrest  and 
assaulting  an  officer,  12  failing  to  keep  to  right  and  16  without  a 
license  and  numerous  others. 

We  gave  assistance  to  other  departments  91  times,  were  assisted 
55  times.  240  radio  calls  were  received  from  Nashua,  15  persons  were 
taken  to  the  State  Hospital,  Grasmere,  Valley  Street  Jail  and  Indus- 
trial School.  187  motor  vehicle  violators  were  warned,  72  stopped 
with  defective  equipment  and  32  dogs  disposed  of. 

Chief  Polak  had  Officer  Reynolds  attend  the  Police  School  in 
Nashua  where  he  obtained  valuable  training  from  F.B.I,  and  police 
experts  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Nashua  Police  Chief,  Commis- 
sioners and  Police  Chief  Associates. 

Our  bad  set  back  was  the  two  fatalities  after  two  years  without 
any,  59  accidents  with  damage  over  $50.00  and  84  minor  accidents.

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FOREST  FIRE  PREVENTION 


It  has  been  many  years  since  we  have  enjoyed  such  an  excellent 
fire  record  as  we  have  in  the  past  season.  Incinerators  in  the  past 
year  have  been  the  cause  of  many  of  our  fires.  More  fear  must  be 
used  in  this  type  of  fire.  It  has  been  our  experience,  and  no  doubt 
yours  as  well,  that  wind  has  always  been  responsible  for  our  great- 
est fire  losses  and  this  emphasizes  the  necessity  of  all  out  vigilance  of 
all  sources  of  fire  when  winds  are  present  during  dry  periods.  The 
primary  objective  of  all  fire  fighters  is  Prevention.  This  is  the  goal 
toward  which  your  local  forest  fire  warden  and  his  deputies  are 
constantly  working. 

This  calls  for  cooperation  from  the  public  and  that  means  you. 
It  is  worth  your  effort  and  can  be  accomplished  by: 

1.  Being  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodland,  particularly 
careful  with  matches  and  cigarettes. 

2.  Securing  the  required  written  permit  from  your  warden 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

3.  Insisting  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning 
requirements. 

4.  Calling  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and 
aiding  him  to  extinguish  it. 

Let's  continue  to  reduce  the  number  of  forest  fires  and  elimi- 
nate one  of  the  most  shameful  wastes. 

Forest  Fire  Warden  Oscar  P.  Campbell 
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FIRE  PROTECTION 

Our  Fire  Department  had  a  fairly  good  year  with  only  62 
calls  of  which  there  were  two  false  alarms  and  seven  out  of  town 
calls.  Assistance  was  given  to  Nashua,  Londonderry,  Litchfield, 
Tyngsboro  and  Dunstable,  Mass.  and  aid  was  received  from  Wind- 
ham. 

Credit  is  due  the  department  for  stopping  of  two  rural  fires  at 
the  Herbert  Smith  farm  and  Edmund  Lavoie  home  where  the  tank 
truck  again  proved  its  worth  in  holding  the  fires  in  control  until 
hose  could  be  laid  to  water  holes.  At  the  20th  Century  Store  an  ex- 
tremely dangerous  fire  was  promptly  controlled. 

The  new  truck  voted  at  March  meeting  has  been  put  into  serv- 
ice and  has  a  400  gallon  tank  and  brush  fire  equipment.  This  truck 
will  have  a  pump  installed  as  soon  as  available. 

There  were  4  automobile,  14  chimney,  4  oil  burner,  14  brush 
and  grass,  2  dump,  5  incinerator  and  10  buildings  with  a  total  dam- 
age of  $28,405.80,  insurance  paid  $25,064.30  with  a  net  loss  of 
$3,341.50. 

193  written  fire  permits  were  issued.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 


Our  Highway  Department  had  a  rugged  year  with  the  amount 
of  work  that  had  to  be  done.  We  succeeded  in  all  except  Library 
St.,  School  St.  and  hopes  of  Haverhill  St. 

The  new  payloader  has  paid  big  dividends  in  the  amount  of 
work  done.  Barretts  Hill,  Sanders,  Jackson  and  Riverside  Roads 
were  rebuilt  and  surfaced.  4.4  miles  of  new  tar  roads  were  built  and 
12  miles  of  retaring.  Over  15,000  yards  of  gravel  was  put  on  town 
roads  along  with  over  $10,000.00  of  tarva  through  the  T.R.A.  and 
town  tarvia  account. 

Library  and  Derry  Streets  drains  were  put  in  which  have  im- 
proved those  two  bad  conditions,  especially  at  Webster  school.  Most 
of  the  sewerage  system  was  dragged  with  new  manholes  put  in 
where  necessary  so  we  should  be  trouble-free  for  a  while. 

The  old  high  bridge  on  Pelham  Road  had  considerable  work 
done  on  it  and  the  surrounding  road  which  eliminated  a  serious 
road  hazard. 

The  last  two  weeks  of  December  taxed  our  winter  mainten- 
ance to  the  limit  with  continual  snow  and  freezing  rain  but  we  still 
maintained  the  freest  roads  of  snow  and  ice  in  the  vicinity  if  not 
the  state. 

With  the  Use  of  the  loader  we  are  now  able  to  remove  snow 
from  most  of  the  congested  areas  after  each  storm  at  a  minimum 
of  cost. 

A  slight  overexpenditure  in  the  dept.  was  experienced  due  to 
anticipated  help  from  the  Unemployment  Assistance  but  none  was 
available  until  December  so  it  necessitated  hiring  some  spare  help. 

Constant  supervision  of  the  Dump  is  being  maintained,  pushing 
back  rubbish  and  covering  when  necessary.

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  (Exhibit  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1949  and 
December  31,  1950,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated  therein, 
the  Surplus  increased  by  $3,565.89  during  1950.

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined 
and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with 
supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of 
record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and 
totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were 
certified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from 
statements  obtained  from  depository  banks. 

Accrued  Interest  on  Capital  Reserve  Fund  —  $1  15.76: 

In  our  report  of  last  year  it  was  noted  that  the  principal  amount 
of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  $5,000.00,  was  expended  in  1947  for 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  created. 

It  was  recommended,  therefore,  that  the  accrued  interest  on  the 
Fund,  which  remained  in  the  custody  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds,  be  turned  over  to  the  general  funds  of  the  Town.  This  pro- 
cedure was  carried  out  in  1950.

At  the  present  time  our  schools,  for  the  most  part,  are  staffed 
with  happy  competent  teachers.  Our  turnover  in  the  teaching  staff 
is  at  a  new  low. 

You,  as  parents,  should  be  congratulated  for  this  situation. 
You  have  shown  our  teachers  that  you  appreciate  the  work  they  are 
doing  by  voting  raises  for  them.  You  have  supported  your  School 
Board  in  following  suggestions  for  the  welfare  of  your  children. 
You  went  to  Concord  when  we  were  all  working  for  State  Aid  for 
our  Town. 

At  this  time  the  School  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  organiza- 
tions and  individuals  in  town  for  their  many  fine  gifts.  They  have 
helped  brighten  up  our  schools,  the  teacher's  work,  and  have  made 
the  teachers'  work  easier.  The  spirit  of  good  will  they  have  created 
has  been  wonderful. 

All  money  received  from  the  Alvirne  Trustees  for  transporta- 
tion, Core  work  and  the  Alvirne  library  has  been  itemized  and 
reported  to  them.  They  will  be  in  the  Town  Report  under  "Report 
of  Auditors"   1951-1952. 

The  Salary  Committee  appointed  at  last  year's  School  District 
Meeting,  will  make  their  report  at  the  School  Meeting  this  year. 
If  adopted,  it  will  encourage  our  teachers  and  give  them  a  sense  of 
security. 

Come  to  the  School  District  Meeting  and  take  an  active  part. 
Vote  for  what  you  think  is  best  for  your  children,  "The  Citizens  of

To  the  Hudson  School  Board : 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the  condition  of 
your  schools. 

This  past  year  has  been  very  successful  as  far  as  the  education 
of  your  children  is  concerned.  About  80%  of  our  teaching  staff  from 
last  year  remained  with  us  and  are  continuing  to  show  the  same  fine 
professional  spirit  and  interest  in  the  youth  of  Hudson.  Those  new  to 
our  school  system  are  proving  to  be  very  capable  and  make  a  fine 
addition  to  our  staff.  The  morale  among  the  teachers  is  very  high. 
This  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  wholehearted  cooperation  they 
have  received  from  the  school  board,  parents  and  friends  of  the 
school  and  the  understanding  leadership  of  the  principals.  Every 
effort  should  be  made  to  let  them  know  we  feel  they  are  a  valued 
asset  to  our  school  system. 

The  new  high  school  is  very  definitely  beginning  to  live  up  to 
expectations.  Mr.  John  Ball  has  proved  to  be  a  very  able  administra- 
tor, and  friend  of  both  teachers  and  pupils.  Mr.  Charles  Glenday 
has  continued  to  serve  well  as  Assistant  Principal.  Through  their 
leadership  and  the  unstinting  effort  and  cooperation  of  the  entire 
staff,  the  pupils  at  Alvirne  are  being  offered  excellent  academic  pre- 
paration along  with  a  broad,  well  rounded  program  of  clubs  and 
activities. 

Many  administrative  problems  confronting  us  have  been  suc- 
cessfully met  while  others  need  District  action  at  the  Annual  School 
Meeting  for  a  satisfactory  solution.  I  would  like  to  review  with 
you  some  of  them. 

The  curriculum  offerings  in  the  elementary  as  well  as  the 
secondary  school  have  been  considerably  broadened  by  making 
wider  use  of  all  available  specialized  skills  among  the  teachers  of 
the  staff. 

Mrs.  Esther  Innes  spends  part  of  a  day  with  the  Dr.  H.  O. 
Smith  School  and  Mr.  Paul  Johnson  has  been  working  with  the 
Webster  School,  thus  making  physical  education  available  to  all  but 
those  at  the  Centre  School.  Both  groups  have  been  using  the  Dr.  H. 
O.  Smith  School  during  inclement  weather.  As  yet  no  solution  has 
been  found  so  that  the  Centre  School  can  also  be  given  this 
advantage. 
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Mrs.  Dorothy  Leggett  has  been  giving  Art  instruction  to  the 
pupils  of  all  the  schools.  Last  year  this  instruction  was  available  only 
at  Alvirne. 


The  vocational  subjects  at  Alvirne  are  by  far  the  most  popular. 
The  commerce  department  has  grown  to  the  point  where  one 
teacher  can  barely  handle  the  pupils  enrolled  and  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  hire  additional  teachers  in  the  home  economics  and  shop 
departments.  Through  the  generosity  of  our  local  Chevrolet  dealer 
a  dual  control  car  was  made  available  to  the  school  and  one  of  the 
shop  teachers,  Mr.  Delma  Langille  introduced  a  course  in  driver- 
education.  Since  time  during  the  regular  school  day  could  not  be 
found  for  this,  much  of  the  training  is  being  carried  on  after  school. 

The  effect  of  good  instruction  in  music  is  beginning  to  be  felt  in 
all  our  schools.  Miss  Lois  Watson  is  with  us  for  a  second  year  and 
can  now  build  on  the  foundation  laid  last  year.  For  the  first  time  we 
have  been  able  to  offer  instrumental  instruction  to  all  children. 
About  70  youngsters  have  taken  advantage  of  this  opportunity  and 
as  a  direct  result  the  high  school  band  now  has  about  40  members. 
It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  to  report  that,  due  to  the  pressure  of 
work,  Mr.  Royal  Raby  has  not  been  able  to  carry  on  his  fine  work 
with  the  orchestra,  even  though  time  for  this  part  of  the  musical 
program  has  been  scheduled  for  him. 

Our  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Helen  House,  has  given  up  her  work  in 
outside  towns  and  now  works  at  least  three  days  a  week  in  Hudson. 
This  additional  time  has  been  made  necessary  because  of  our  in- 
creased pupil  population.  It  is  very  questionable  whether  she  can 
do  the  things  expected  of  her  in  the  time  now  allotted. 

Much  needed  help  in  remedial  reading  is  being  given  by  Mrs. 
Eleanor  McCann.  She  is  working  with  pupils  from  grade  three 
through  the  high  school.  Already  improvement  has  been  noticed, 
not  only  in  the  reading  habits  of  these  youngsters,  but  also  in  their 
attitude  toward  all  school  work. 

I  have  pointed  out  only  the  most  important  changes  made  this 
year.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  improve  our  school  system  in  all 
departments.  These  changes  seem  to  be  very  important  to  our 
children  and  should  be  continued  if  we  expect  to  give  them  prepa- 
ration equal  to  other  school  districts. 
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The  facilities  at  both  the  D.  H.  O.  Smith  School  and  Alvirne 
have  been  used  a  great  deal  this  past  year.  There  is  seldom  a  night 
when  there  is  not  at  least  one  activity  in  progress  in  both  schools.  A 
series  of  adult  craft  classes  has  been  inaugurated.  These  have  proved 
popular,  but  the  expense  of  instruction  has  discouraged  many  who 
otherwise  might  be  very  interested.  Such  wide  use  of  the  building 
presents  a  problem  when  it  comes  to  scheduling  events.  I  have  re- 
ceived wholehearted  cooperation  and  sympathetic  understanding 
from  all  organizations  in  this  matter. 


It  has  been  a  real  pleasure  serving  the  School  Board  of  Hudson. 
Very  few  people  not  intimately  connected  with  the  schools  can 
realize  the  problems  confronting  a  Board,  the  decisions  they  have 
to  make  or  the  time  and  energy  consumed  in  solving  these  problems.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Hudson,  New  Hampshire 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Principal  of  Alvirne 
High  School  of  Hudson,  New  Hampshire. 

This  year  is  the  second  for  Alvirne  High  School,  a  school  which 
should  give  pride  to  every  citizen  of  this  tow.n.  It  gives  me  consider- 
able pleasure  to  report  the  constant  and  consistant  cooperation  of 
the  teachers  and  personnel  in  the  school.  Many  of  the  accomplish- 
ments made  this  year  would  not  have  been  possible  without  their 
able  help,  especially  that  of  my  assistant  Mr.  Charles  A.  Glenday. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  use  of  the  physical 
layout  of  the  building.  During  this  year,  the  cafeteria  has  been  used 
as  a  large  study  hall  under  teacher  supervision.  The  large  room 
opposite  the  office  has  been  utilized  as  a  small  class  room  and  the 
Guidance  Office  has  been  located  in  the  small  room  off  the  Library. 
The  small  room  on  the  stairway  landing  has  been  used  as  the  Music 
Instructor's  Room  since  it  is  not  directly  adjacent  to  any  class  or 
recitation  room.  This  arrangement  seems  to  have  used  the  exist- 
ing facilities  to  the  best  advantage. 

Many  of  the  teachers  have  taken  and  are  taking  courses  to 
make  them  more  valuable  as  educators  and  instructors.  During  the 
fall  Mrs.  Nickerson,  who  taught  Biology,  Home  Economics  and 
Everyday  Problems,  resigned.  We  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  an 
excellent  replacement  in  Mrs.  Drew.  All  the  teachers  have  assumed 
extra-curricular  duties  in  acting  as  coaches  and  advisors  to  the 
many  activities  offered  at  Alvirne  High  School,  such  as:  Dramatic 
Club,  Debating  Club,  Science  Club,  Camera  Club,  Intramural 
Sports  (both  boys  and  girls),  Student  Council,  Cheerleaders,  Boys' 
Basketball,  Girls'  Basketball,  Cross-Country  Track,  Future  Farmers 
of  America,  Senior  Yearbook,  Senior  Play,  Skiing  Club,  Band  and 
Orchestra,  Boys'  and  Girls'  Glee  Clubs,  School  newspaper  and  the 
various  class  activities. 

During  this  year,  many  worthwhile  events  have  taken  place  at 
Alvirne  High  School.  One  of  these  has  been  the  holding  of  a 
Work  Shop  for  the  teachers  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  27  at  which 
time  the  high  school  teachers  made  a  study  of  the  basic  problems  of 
the  curriculum  of  the  secondary  school.  Another  was  the  Sixth 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  School  Board  Association. 
And  a  third  was  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Merrimack  Valley 
Parent  Teachers  Association.  A  fourth  was  the  Christmas  Musical 
Program  with  all  the  schools  of  Hudson  participating. 
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Facilities  of  the  school  are  being  used  to  the  maximum  in  most 
cases.  An  increase  in  enrollment  because  of  the  large  incoming  sev- 
enth grade  has  necessitated  some  crowding.  The  average  enroll- 
ment during  the  year  has  ranged  from  350  to  360  and  next  year's 
enrollment  will  be  larger  due  to  graduating  in  June  around  forty 
students  and  receiving  next  fall  a  new  seventh  grade  of  around 
eighty  students.  It  has  been  necessary  to  have  one  more  homeroom 
this  year  than  there  were  last  year.  This  year  we  have  two  home- 
rooms each  for  the  seventh,  eighth,  ninth,  tenth  and  eleventh  and 
one  for  the  twelfth  grade.  Next  year  it  will  be  somewhat  more 
crowded  with  two  homerooms  for  each  grade,  seven  through 
twelve,  being  needed. 

Some  of  the  improvements  made  to  the  property  and  the  school 
during  this  year  have  been  the  surfacing  of  the  road  around  the 
school,  the  erection  of  a  flag  pole,  the  planting  of  the  lawn,  the 
installation  of  the  railing  at  the  rear  steps  to  the  Auditorium-Gym- 
nasium, the  installation  of  wall  bookcases  and  draw  drapes  in  the 
Library  (an  expenditure  provided  for  by  the  Trust  Fund  establish- 
ed by  Dr.  Alfred  K.  Hills),  the  starting  of  work  on  the  proposed 
Athletic  Field  in  the  rear  of  the  school  as  a  student  project,  the 
installation  of  a  light  over  Dr.  Hills  portrait  in  the  Lobby  of  the 
school,  and  the  placing  of  the  name  on  the  front  of  the  school 
building. 

Gifts  of  time,  money  and  help  have  been  graciously  made  to  the 
school  during  the  year.  Among  the  gifts  have  been  volumes  and  sets 
of  reference  books  for  the  Library,  a  flag  pole  from  the  Hudson 
American  Legion  and  Auxiliary,  a  flag  from  Mrs.  Florence  Clark, 
the  framing  and  lighting  of  Dr.  Hills  portrait  by  Mrs.  Alfred  K. 
Hills,  letters  and  numbers  on  the  classroom  doors  by  Mr.  Ned 
Spaulding  and  the  Hudson  P.T.A.,  the  War  Surplus  Truck  from  the 
U.  S.  Government  through  the  offices  of  Mr.  Earl  Little  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education,  a  bass  drum  for  the  band  from  Mr.  Ray 
Bartlett,  fifty  dollars  from  the  Hudson  P.T.A.  for  use  towards  the 
purchase  of  a  tuba  for  the  band,  twenty-five  dollars  from  the  Kiwa- 
nis  of  Hudson  for  the  purchase  of  a  boar  for  the  farm  and  the  name 
on  the  front  of  the  school  from  the  Sunset  Community  Club. 

The  excellent  cooperation  of  parents,  School  Board,  Superin- 
tendent, teachers,  custodian,  students  and  interested  friends  has 
helped  to  make  this  year  a  worthwhile  one  in  providing  the  children 
of  Hudson  with  that  priceless  education  they  so  rightly  need  and 
deserve  as  future  citizens  of  this  country.

Presented  is  a  brief  outline  of  the  health  program  as  followed 
throughout  the  year. 

In  May,  for  the  precedent  first  grade,  a  preliminary  examina- 
tion with  vaccination  and  inoculation  is  given  if  desired  by  parents. 

During  the  fall  all  students  in  Junior  High  and  High  School 
participating  in  athletics  are  given  a  thorough  physical  examination 
by  Dr.  John  Quigley.  Any  physical  defects  found  through  this  exam- 
ination are  reported  to  the  parents. 

In  addition  there  is  a  periodic  medical  inspection  made  up  of 
all  pupils  as  follows :

Number  of  pupils  showing  cardiac  murmur  8

Number  of  pupils  showing  orthopedic  defects  5 

Pupils  showing  hearing  loss  and  speech  difficulties  receive  lip- 
reading  and  speech  training.  Those  pupils  needing  special  help  are 
taken  to  the  Orthopedic,  Guidance  and  Speech  Clinics  weekly  at 
the  Community  Council  in  Nashua. 

The  N.  H.  T.  B.  association  is  most  cooperative  in  patch  testing 
or  X-raying  any  students  requested. 

Contributions  given  for  milk  and  hot  lunch  are  most  helpful  to 
needy  children. 

The  splendid  cooperation  of  teachers,  parents  and  the  Parent 
Teacher  Association  is  greatly  appreciated  and  most  helpful  in  pro- 
moting the  health  program.

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REPORT  OF  SALARY  SCHEDULE  COMMITTEE 


In  compliance  with  a  vote  taken  at  the  Annual  District  Meet- 
ing a  salary  schedule  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

The  following  suggested  schedule  is  the  result  of  several  meet- 
ings by  this  committee.  It  is  recognized  that  the  schedule  is  con- 
servative but  the  committee  felt  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  suggest 
too  radical  a  change  at  this  time. 

I.     MINIMUM  AND  MAXIMUM  SALARIES.* 

A.  The  minimum  shall  be : 

1.  Non-degree  teachers — $2,100 

2.  Teachers  with  bachelor's  degrees — $2,300 

3.  Teachers  with  master's  degrees — $2,500 

B.  The  maximum,  with  certain  reservations,  shall  be: 

1.  Non-degree  teachers — $2,700 

2.  Teachers  with  bachelor's  degrees — $2,900 

3.  Teachers  with  master's  degrees — $3,100 

C.  The  same  schedule  shall  apply  to  men  and  women  and  ele- 
mentary and  secondary  teachers. 

D.  Increases: 

1.  There  shall  be  three  automatic  increases  of  $100  a  year. 

2.  The  additional  increases  will  be  set  by  the  school  board 
on  the  basis  of  merit. 

a.  Merit  will  include  such  items  as  efficiency  as  a  teach- 
er, ethical  standards,  relations  with  other  teachers, 
administrators,  pupils,  parents  and  the  general  pub- 
lic, cooper  ativeness,  advanced  study,  years  of  experi- 
ence, etc. 

II.     QUALIFYING  STATEMENTS. 

A.  Non-degree  teachers  with  at  least  twelve  years  experience 
may  be  given  a  bachelor's  degree  status  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  superintendent  and  ratification  by  the 
school  board.  * 
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B.  The  School  board  may  hire  teachers  at  a  salary  higher  than 
the  minimum  when  the  best  interests  of  the  school  district 
would  seem  to  necessitate  such  action. 

G.  The  maximum  may  be  exceeded  when  the  best  interests  of 
the  school  district  would  seem  to  necessitate  such  action. 

D.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  mean  that  any  teacher 
now  above  his  position  on  the  schedule  shall  receive  a  re- 
duction in  salary. 

III.  SICK  LEAVE  BENEFITS. 

A.  A  teacher  will  be  given  five  days  sick  leave  with  no  loss  of 
of  pay. 

1.  This  may  include  personal  illness,  critical  illness  in  the 

immediate  family  or  death  in  the  immediate  family. 

2.  A  doctor's  verification  may  be  requested  by  the  superin- 
tendent. 

B.  For  the  next  five  days  of  personal  illness  only  the  substitute's 
pay  will  be  deducted  from  a  teacher's  pay. 

IV.  The  salary  schedule  is  subject  to  re-examination  and  revision 

from  time  to  time. 

*  Teachers  already  in  the  system  shall  be  given  full  credit  for  past 
experience  and  training.
